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Plan to clamp down on fast food outlets near schools

A CONSULTATION has been 
launched on plans which 
could limit the number of hot 
food takeaways near schools 
and colleges in Sandwell. 

The proposals are part of a wider 
scheme looking at reducing the prob¬ 
lems with obesity in the borough. 

An exclusion zone could be brought in to 
restrict the opening of new takeaways near 
schools. Other changes suggested in the 
Sandwell Council’s Hot Food Takeaway (HFT) 
Supplementary Planning Document (SPD) 
include a move to alter the percentage of A5 
premises - such as fried chicken, fish and chips, 
kebab and pizza shops - within shopping areas. 

It follows an increase in the overall number 
of takeaway premises in the borough. Council 
bosses will be seeking the views of people on its 
hot food takeaway planning policies. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet member with 
responsibility for planning, said: “This consul¬ 
tation is important because takeaway food is an 
important thing in many people’s minds and in 
the local economy. So the council is anxious to 
consult with people. 

Anxious 

“Most takeaways provide a good service to 
customers but sometimes they can cause prob¬ 
lems in their local environment and the council 
is anxious to have a firm policy.” 

However, Councillor Joanne Hadley, who 
represents the Great Bridge ward, said that she 
would rather see shops occupied than empty. 
“It makes sense that shops are occupied as it 
then attracts more footfall to the high streets,” 
she said. “These days we do not have as much 
passing trade as before so it is encouraging to 
see shops being used. 

“But I understand that fast food takeaways 
may be a concern with the rise in obesity too.” 

The document focuses on an appropriate 
number of takeaway premises in town centres, 
a check on the amount situated together in a 
set area and measures to protect amenities 
of local residents including better disposal of 
waste and litter. 

The consultation is running until March 11 
in an extension to the original consultation 
which took place in November and December. 
The views of everyone who took part last year 
will still be taken in to consideration.

MEMORIAL UNVEILED TO ZEPPELIN RAID VICTIMS

FIFTEEN people who died when German 
airships dropped bombs without warning 100 
years ago will now have a permanent place 
of rest. 

A memorial peace garden was opened and 
a plaque unveiled in Wood Green Cemetery, 
Wednesbury, to remember those who were 
killed during the 1916 Zeppelin Raids. 

Sunday’s unveiling and service, led by Rev¬ 
erend Daniel Njuguna, was attended by Coun¬ 
cillor Julie Webb, deputy mayor of Sandwell 
Council and the Wednesbury Naval Cadet 
Force. West Bromwich MP Adrian Bailey laid 
a wreath at a grave, which lists the names of 
the 15 victims, including five children aged 
between eight and 12. 

Wednesbury Poet Laureate, Brendan Haw- 


aged 75, from Wednesbury, at the memorial. Pauline’s aunt, Matilda Mary Bury died in the raid 


thorne, read from the poem Two From Nine 
(Zeppelins Overhead) and Pauline Simms, 
who would have been the niece of 10-year-old 
bomb victim, Matilda Mary Burt, also paid 
her respects. 

The garden was paid for by the Friends of 
Wood Green Cemetery, in conjunction with 
the parishes of St Bartholomew’s and St 
Paul’s and the Royal British Legion. 

Wednesbury North Councillor Peter 
Hughes, secretary of the friends group, speak¬ 
ing during the ceremony, said: “It is really 
good to see so many people turn out today to 
commemorate the people who were lost. 

“The 15 men, women and children died so 
savagely when the Zeppelin bombs dropped 
100 years ago today. We thought it was only 


right and proper we marked their deaths in 
the form of this peace garden.” 

The Germans had flown to Britain in the 
huge airships hoping to unload on Liverpool 
and Birkenhead docks to swing the First 
World War in their favour. 

But when the pilots got lost they mistook 
the Black Country and its canal network for 
North West coast. 

The order was given to drop their ammu¬ 
nition, which led the deaths of 15 people in 
Wednesbury, while 14 people were also killed 
in Tipton, four in Walsall and two in Bradley. 

A presentation about the Zeppelin Raids 
was given by author Ian Bott in St Bart¬ 
holomew’s Church after the service.

Rethink call by Watson 
on court closure plan 

TOM Watson has called on the 
Government to rethink its plan 
to close Sandwell Magistrates 
Court - as it was revealed near¬ 
ly £4 million was spent on a 
scrapped scheme for a new 
court in West Bromwich. 

The Labour deputy leader and West 
Bromwich East MP has criticised the 
scheme, describing plans to close the 
court as ‘an absolute disgrace’. 

Mr Watson has also spoken of his disbe¬ 
lief that a previous decision to cancel the 
planned new court on Spon Lane in West 
Bromwich cost HM Courts and Tribunals 
Service £3.8 million. A Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request revealed costs of £1.7m for 
site clearance and professional fees, and a 
further £2.1mloss on disposal of the land. 

Mr Watson said: “It is simply incredible 
that the Government wasted £3.8m on a 
new court for West Bromwich, which was 
never built. Now, they want to close the 
only court we have in the borough - de¬ 
nying victims and their families access to 
justice. It’s an absolute disgrace.” 

Future 

After the 2010 General Election, the Co¬ 
alition Government announced the new 
court in West Bromwich would not go 
ahead. A public consultation on whether to 
close Sandwell Magistrates’ Court and 13 
other courts in the Midlands was launched 
in July last year, with a final decision on its 
future expected imminently. 

If the court does close it would make 
Sandwell the only Black Country borough 
without one, with 21 jobs at risk. 

The reason given for the proposed clo¬ 
sure is that the building is underused. 

In 2014-15 the Oldbury Ringway-based 
courthouse cost £407,000 to run but was 
only used to 47 per cent of its total capacity. 

If it does shut down it is proposed the 
workload would be transferred to Walsall 
Magistrates Court. 

However, the suggested closure has been 
criticised by the president of the Law Soci¬ 
ety, Jonathan Smithers, who said axing the 
court would have an adverse impact on the 
borough. Mr Smithers said: “The proposed 
closure of Sandwell Magistrates Court 
will make it more difficult for a significant 
number of people to get to court. 


Library memorial to airship raid dead

A PERMANENT memorial re¬ 
membering victims of the Zeppelin 
raids has been unveiled. 

For the first time all 14 names 
have been officially recognised at 
Tipton Library thanks to the work 
of Derek Nicholas, a member of the 
Tipton Historical Society. 

More than 100 visitors packed 
out the library on Saturday to see 
the memorial officially unveiled. 

Sunday marked exactly 100 years 
since the huge airship dropped 
bombs, killing families and caus¬ 
ing huge devastation. Mr Nicholas, 


who spent three years researching 
the raids, said he was proud all 14 
victims had finally been recognised. 
“No-one ever knew the names of all 
14 until I found them out,” he said. 

“I’ve been working on this for 
three years and now we’ve man¬ 
aged to put together a list of names. 

“I started researching my grand¬ 
father’s history, who ran The Bush 
Inn, which was it by one of the 
bombs and it all went from there. 

“Someone mentioned no one 
knew all the names of the victims 
and one thing led to another.” A 


second memorial was unveiled 
yesterday on the wall of the electri¬ 
cal shop, H C Pullinger, in Union 
Street, which was funded by the 
company. A third plaque will also 
be unveiled outside Tipton Cem¬ 
etery, where the majority of the 
victims were buried, tomorrow, 
Friday at 10.30am. 

West Bromwich MP Adrian Bai¬ 
ley said it was important all those 
killed during the raids were re¬ 
membered. Elsewhere there were 
Zeppelin anniversary services in 
Walsall and Wednesbury.

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Fallen tree 
results in 
rail chaos 
after storm 

COMMUTERS across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire faced cha¬ 
os after a fallen tree blocked the rail¬ 
way line between Birmingham and 
Rugeley. 

It happened at around noon on 
Tuesday and had a knock-on effect for 
travel for the rest of the day as train 
users in the region faced delays. 

The fallen tree also left at least 
three trains stranded on the Walsall 
to Birmingham route as it damaged 
the overhead line and the trackside 
boundary fence. 

In total nine services were cancelled 
and 90 delayed. The average delay 
was less than 10 minutes. 

It is believed the tree fell as 40mph 
winds from the remnants of Storm 
Henry battered the region. 

London Midland, who runs the line 
between Birmingham New Street 
and Rugeley Trent Valley, put on re¬ 
placement buses between Walsall and 
Rugeley and also arranged with Na¬ 
tional Express for train tickets to be 
accepted on their buses. 

The tree fell at Wellington Road in 
Aston. Birmingham and Hands worth 
fire attended the scene. 

West Midlands Fire Service were 
called by the police after reports of 
smoke. 

It is believed the tree may have 
sparked as it crashed into the over¬ 
head lines but when a crew from 
Handsworth attended there was no 
threat of a fire. 

They were at the scene for about an 
hour before leaving it to Network Rail 
and their engineers. 

Domain must 
be given over 

A MAN who registered a web address 
similar to that used to promote Euro¬ 
pean lawmakers has been ordered to 
hand it over. 

John Smith, of Vincent Drive, Edg- 
baston, found himself the centre of 
European Parliament Information Of¬ 
fice (EPIO) attention after registering 
the domain name europarl.co.uk 

The body complained that the move 
was ‘abusive’ and took the case to in¬ 
ternet watchdog Nominet. 

After a review, independent 
Nominet expert James Bridgeman 
agreed and ordered that Mr Smith 
hand over the addressy. 

He said: “The complainant has, to 
my reasonable satisfaction, shown 
that the domain name europarl.co.uk 
is an abusive registration.” 

£58k cannabis 
is found in flat 

AROUND £58,000 worth of cannabis 
was found by police stashed at a flat 
in Halesowen. Officers discovered 58 
cannabis plants in the ground floor 
property in the early morning raid in 
Manor Lane on Saturday. 

No arrests have been made.

£2m damages payout 
for coach crash victim 


A MAN who was left with ‘terrible in¬ 
juries’ after a fatal coach crash on 
the M5 is set to receive more than £2 
million in damages. 

The man in his 30s was a passenger on a coach 
driven by Jasminder Singh Dhesi from Great 
Barr in March 2012. Dhesi had been drinking 
strong lager before his unroadworthy coach, car¬ 
rying 34 passengers, broke down three times on 
the foggy motorway. 

The vehicle, which was 
carrying agricultural 
workers, was hit by a lorry 
while broken-down for the 
third time between junc¬ 
tions three and four for 
Lydiate Ash, where there 
was no hard shoulder. 

Dhesi, aged 53, of Neth- 
ell Hall Avenue, was jailed 
for six years in 2013 after 
admitting causing two 
deaths by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. Passenger Liaquat 
Ali, 35, from Smethwick, 
and Somerset lorry driver 
William Mapstone, 65, lost 
their lives. Dozens more 
were injured in the crash. 

Birmingham Crown 
Court heard Dhesi, was 
initially found to have 46 
micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath, above the legal limit of 
35 micrograms, before testing below the drink- 
drive limit when a second sample was taken at 
a police station. 

He was driving a party of more than 30 fruit 
packers from Birmingham to Evesham, Worces¬ 
tershire, when the crash happened. The 32-year- 
old passenger, from Birmingham, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was left with serious 
brain damage and multiple broken bones. 

He appeared at London’s High Court on 
crutches as his barrister Paul Bleasdale QC said 
it had not been a ‘straightforward case’. The QC 
said his client was ‘disappointed with the result 
of the negotiations’ and ‘does not believe the 
compensation package is sufficient’. 

And the man, who now plans to return to his 
native India, told the court that he felt he had 
been ‘unfairly and unjustly treated’. 

But Mr Justice Mitting said he was ‘satisfied’ 
that the settlement was in his ‘best interests’. 

“He is not the man who arrived in the UK 
and, as a result of the terrible injuries he has 
sustained, he will face a life in India which will

THE Bishop of London suggests that 
bearded vicars may find it easier to “reach 
out” to Muslims.

THE Mad World of Donald Trump (C4) 
seemed to start with a prejudiced title.

“mad” seemed appropriate. Donald Trump 
is triumphing because America is scared 
and wants a new messiah. It’s scared of 
migration, scared of terrorists, scared of 
things that are foreign, alien or not under¬ 
stood.

It began in the 1950s when we kids 
suddenly discovered that no game of 
cowboys and Indians in a freezing street 
was half as good as the Cisco Kid on a 
nine-inch Pye in a warm lounge. The TV 
revolution entered its demise this week 
with the report that internet-savvy kids 
are no longer watching much telly. The TV 
companies, while putting a brave face on 
it, must be absolutely terrified. 

EMMA Reynolds, Wolverhampton MP

More hoax bomb threats at schools 


SIX schools in the Black Country 
and Birmingham received more hoax 
bomb threats - causing disruption 
for the third week in a row. 

The calls were received at just 
after 8am on Monday to schools and 
colleges across the region. Police said 
the calls were again ‘false and mali¬ 
cious’ and lessons were resumed by 
10am. Oldbury and Bristnall Hall 
academies, which are less than a 


mile from each other, were both 
threatened for the fourth time and 
delayed the start of their school days 
as a result. 

Shireland Collegiate Academy and 
Perryfields High School in Oldbury 
were threatened for the second time, 
while in Birmingham Hall Green 
Secondary School and Edgbaston 
Girls High School received their first 
calls on Monday morning. 


Detective Inspector Colin Mat- 
tinson said: “A police investigation 
is on-going to find the person re¬ 
sponsible for these calls.” It was the 
fourth time that threats had been 
made to schools since schools were 
first evacuated on January 19. Six 
schools were threatened again one 
week later on January 26, while 14 
schools received calls on the morning 
of January 28. 


Two schools were also targeted by 
separate copycat threats. Great Barr 
School was evacuated on January 27 
and Wodensborough Ormiston Acad¬ 
emy was evacuated during the after¬ 
noon of January 28. 

A 14-year-old boy was arrested 
and bailed over the Great Barr cop¬ 
ycat call and a 14-year-old girl was 
arrested over the Wodensborough 
threat. 


Dozens locked up after

SCORES of crooks from 
across the Black Country 
were jailed after a six-week 
blitz on crime, police have 
revealed. 

Officers in Sandwell have is¬ 
sued their thanks to members 
of the public for their help in 
bringing the criminals to justice 
as part of the annual Safer Six 
campaign. 

Among the criminals jailed after 
dawn raids were carried out were 
dozens of drug dealers - who polluted

the streets with their wares. West 
Midlands Police said a total of 64 
arrests were made in the crackdown 
in spring last year which was specif¬ 
ically aimed at tackling suspected 
drug dealers. 

Sandwell Police tweeted: “60-plus 
people arrested during last year’s 
crackdown on drug dealers and crim¬ 
inals have been convicted for their 
crimes. 

“This is thanks to tip-offs from 
local people, the operation - code- 
named Spring Safer Six. 


“It has resulted in entire families 
being jailed, handed fines, ordered to 
undertake unpaid work and in some 
cases evicted from their homes.” 

Among those jailed was unem¬ 
ployed Wendy Gibbons, 41, of Beacon 
View Road, Charlemont Farm, West 
Bromwich. She pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to supply crack cocaine and 
guilty to conspiracy to supply heroin 
- and was jailed for 24 months. 

Factory worker Jasbir Singh Rai, 
47, of Queens Road, Tipton pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to supply crack 
cocaine and guilty to conspiracy to 
supply heroin. 


He was jailed for 32 months. Job¬ 
less Amandeep Kaur Gill, aged 23, of 
St Mark’s Road, Smethwick pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to supply crack 
cocaine conspiracy to supply heroin, 
and was jailed for 32 months. 

Each town had a focus week dur¬ 
ing the campaign, responding to is¬ 
sues which local people have said are 
important to them. 

The campaign continued in the 
autumn, with offenders carrying out 
‘community payback’ by putting in 
more than 1,200 hours of work and 
helping clear more than 33 tons of 
waste across Sandwell’s six towns. 


Police launch 
murder probe 
after body is 
found in boot 

A MURDER investigation has been 
launched after the body of a missing 
Smethwick shop owner was discov¬ 
ered in the boot of his own car. 

Tanveer Iqbal, who ran the Hi¬ 
Tech Music shop 
in Shireland Road, 
was found in the 
boot of his Renault 
Clio. 

The car was 
found in the Edg¬ 
baston area of 
Birmingham - just 
two days after he 
celebrated his 33rd Shop owner 
birthday. Tanveer Iqbal 

The father-of-two’s heartbroken 
family said they were desperate for 
police to track down his killers as soon 
as possible. 

Mr Iqbal, who lived in Wadhurst 
Road, Edgbaston, was reported miss¬ 
ing at around midday on Monday 
after not being seen since closing his 
shop on Sunday evening. 

Police said enquiries led officers 
to nearby Portland Road, where Mr 
Iqbal’s body was found in the boot 
just before 2pm on Monday. 

His older brother Twaseen, 48, told 
the Express & Star: “He was a very 
loving father of two lovely daughters, 
aged three and five. 

“I hope the culprits get caught 
quickly. We want justice. 

“If that doesn’t happen there will 
never be peace in our hearts.” 

Scores of well-wishers gathered on 
Tuesday at the Corbett Street Mosque 
in Smethwick to offer prayers, pay 
their respects to Mr Iqbal and show 
support for his relatives. 

After finishing work on Sunday 
evening Mr Iqbal was due to go for a 
meal to celebrate his birthday, but his 
family never heard from him again. 

His Clio was found less than a mile 
away from Mr Iqbal’s Asian music 
store. 

A post mortem took place on Tues¬ 
day and police continued to make in¬ 
quires at the scene.

Fraudster is 
found and 
has two years 
put on term 

A FRAUDSTER convicted of his role 
in a £730,000 criminal empire has 
finally been captured after a major 
manhunt traced him to Halesowen. 

Marvin Campbell, aged 28, of Bil- 
ston, was jailed for eight-and-a-half 
years in his absence last month at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

Campbell and Henry Ogunde, 33, 
approached people on the streets, tak¬ 
ing them for dinner and buying them 
clothes in order to gain their trust. 

They then used the influenced 
‘money mules’ to set up bank ac¬ 
counts, fake companies and move cash 
for them. If those they had groomed 
resisted they were often met with the 
threat of violence. 

Those involved were offered up to 
£40,000 for their complicity but in 
reality at most, only received a few 
hundred pounds. The pair netted 
£730,000 of fraudulently obtained 
cash and goods in frauds that targeted 
major retailers and all levels of busi¬ 
ness as well as private individuals. 

Campbell admitted conspiracy to 
commit fraud, two counts of conceal¬ 
ing, disguising, converting or transfer¬ 
ring criminal property and possession 
of articles for the use in fraud. 

Ogunde was found guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to commit fraud, two counts 
of merchant services fraud, one count 
of money laundering and two of pos¬ 
session of documents for use in fraud. 

The National Crime Agency re¬ 
vealed he had been arrested at an 
address in Halesowen. He appeared 
at Birmingham Crown Court and had 
two months added to his sentence.

Burglar loses appeal on sentencing 



Kelly Ford - appeal rejected 


A ‘MEAN’ distraction burglar who tar¬ 
geted ‘vulnerable’ women, including a 
62-year-old widow from Great Barr, has 
lost her bid to have her sentence reduced. 

Appeal court judges said her six-and-a- 
half year jail term was ‘just and appropri¬ 
ate’. 

Kelly Ford pretended to be a police of¬ 
ficer in order to gain entry to the 95-year- 
old woman’s house. Nothing was stolen 
but the 34-year-old searched the rooms in 
the house in Castle Vale to the pension¬ 
er’s distress. 

Ford was seen leaving the address and 
from the description given, officers traced 


her after she had been charged with a sim¬ 
ilar offence in Great Barr. 

Ford, of Gravelly Lane, Erdington, 
was jailed at Birmingham Crown Court 
on June 17 last year after admitting two 
break-ins, the first in Elmbridge Road, 
Great Barr, with a co-accused Martin 
Clarke. 

Then, on New Year’s Day last year, de¬ 
spite being on bail and electronically-mon¬ 
itored curfew for the first crime, Ford 
struck again, the court heard. 

She made repeated calls on the entry 
phone of the home of a 94-year-old woman 
who lived alone in Turnhouse Road, Cas¬ 


tle Vale. Ford claimed she was a police 
officer and when the physically disabled 
pensioner let her in she began searching 
the property. The victim was ‘so fright¬ 
ened’ she locked herself in a room and 
called her son, and Ford quickly left with¬ 
out taking anything. 

The court heard she had a drug habit 
and two previous convictions for targeting 
the elderly in similar fashion. 

Mr Carl Templar-Vasey, for Ford, ar¬ 
gued her jail term was far too tough. 

But Judge Paul Batty QC, sitting with 
Lord Justice Burnett and Mr Justice 
Blake, dismissed Ford’s appeal. 


Grandfather was killed 
after fuel can ignited 


A GRANDFATHER died when his car 
burst into flames after a petrol can 
caught fire, an inquest heard. 

But mystery surrounds the death of Da¬ 
vid Pugh with a coroner saying he could 
not be sure how the fire started. 

Mr Pugh’s body was discovered next to his 
Ford Focus in a layby in Forge Lane, West Bro¬ 
mwich. He had suffered ‘catastrophic burns’ 
covering 60 per cent of his body. 

He was spotted on CCTV earlier in the day 
at a petrol station on Kingstanding Road, Os- 
cott, filling a fuel can with petrol, the inquest 
at Smethwick Coroner’s Court heard. 

Fire investigators concluded that the blaze 
was caused by the 74-year-old deliberately ig¬ 
niting the fuel - but his family disagree. 

The inquest heard Mr Pugh’s body was also 
believed to have been covered in petrol. Ex¬ 
perts said the likelihood of a spark from inside 
the car igniting the petrol was unlikely and 
there was no damage to the engine. 

But the possibility of suicide was dismissed 
by his family, who said Mr Pugh, from Great 
Barr, had seemed his usual self before the 
fire and was overjoyed by the birth of his first 
grandson. 

Witnesses also saw Mr Pugh trying to escape 
from the burning car, raising more questions 
about whether the retired factory worker in¬ 
tended to take his own life. 

Freak 

His family believe he had set off to confirm 
the route to Sandwell Valley Crematorium as 
he was due to attend a funeral there in the 
coming days. They said they believed he died 
as a result of a freak accident. 

Senior Black Country Coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique reached an open conclusion. He said: 
“I can’t say for sure he deliberately intended 
to take his own life. On the evidence from the 
family, he was making plans and had cele¬ 
brated the birth of his grandson. There was no 
history of depression or suicidal thoughts. 

“I have been asked by the family to consider 
whether it could have been an accident but the 
evidence from the fire officer was that it was 
unlikely there was an engine defect or a spark 
from somewhere.” 

His daughter Louise Fletcher told the hear¬ 
ing: “He was due to come up and see his grand¬ 
son on the afternoon that he died. 

“We know he would not, under any circum¬ 
stances, kill himself.”

One woman recounts her ex¬ 
periences of Nazi cruelty after 
living with horrors of the Holo¬ 
caust for more than 70 years 


WHEN 12-year-old Mindu Hornick 
was greeted at Auschwitz by corps¬ 
es, starving prisoners and the smell 
of burning bodies, she thought she 
had entered hell itself. 

Leaving her happy childhood behind, 
Mindu, along with her mother, sister and 
two brothers, was rounded up and taken 
to the concentration camp by the Nazis. 

While she and her sister Eva, then aged 
14, would survive - Mindu, who now lives in 
Edgbaston, Birmingham, would never see her 
mother and brothers again. 

Speaking at Joseph Leckie Academy in Wal¬ 
sall, Mindu, now aged 86, told pupils of her 
haunting experience. “As soon as I was admit¬ 
ted to the main camp the sight that greeted us 
will stay with me for the rest of my life,” she 
said. “There were corpses everywhere, ema¬ 
ciated people in striped uniforms wandering 
around aimlessly. The smell from the burning 
crematorium, the dead all around us. 

Painful 

“The entire area was enclosed by electrified 
barbed wire fence. We thought we had entered 
hell. The realisation we would not see our 
mother and little brothers again is too painful 
to describe.” Mindu explained how she became 
‘less than human’ as she was marched off to 
be prepared for almost inevitable murder. “We 
were stripped naked, our hair was shaven and 
we were tattooed with a number,” she said. 

“From then on we had no name. We were 
given a dress and clothes but no underwear. 
The sleeping quarters already held one thou¬ 
sand women. The beds were three tier and 
slept eight people. 

“But that night they were all occupied. We 
had no choice to sit all night on the stone 
floor. We had no water to wash or drink. No 
sanitation. There were all kinds of diseases 


including an epidemic of typhoid.” Mindu had 
enjoyed a happy childhood in a small town in 
Czechoslovakia with her family until her fa¬ 
ther was drafted to dig trenches for the Ger¬ 
man army in 1941. After one visit she never 
saw him again. Then a year later her family, 
with other Jewish members of the community, 
were rounded up, loaded into lorries before 
being packed into cattle carriages on a train to 
Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

Mindu, now a grandmother of two, explained 
how upon arrival Jews were either sent left to 
be put in the main camp where they may be 
put to work, or to the right where they would 
be immediately killed. 

The latter was the fate which befell her 
mother, but before that a Polish officer had 
convinced her to send her two daughters 
ahead and instructed Mindu and Eva to lie 
about their age claiming they were 17 and 19. 


Ultimately it saved their lives. After several 
months Mindu and Eva were transported to 
an underground ammunition factory in the 
woodlands. Whilst there they were exposed to 
dangerous working conditions having to pour 
boiling hot gun solution into containers with 
no protective clothing, which left many women 
with perforated lungs. But at least it was not 
a death camp. 

And they did not have to endure the hellish 
daily roll calls which Mindu described as the 
‘selection to live or die’. In May 1945 they were 
loaded onto a passenger train with their Nazi 
officers not knowing whether their next desti¬ 
nation would be their last. 

But Allied troops bombed the train unaware 
that Jewish slaves were on board. Half of the 
women being transported were killed in the 
attack a day before liberation. In the immedi¬ 
ate aftermath of the Second World War Mindu 


and her sister returned to Prague in desperate 
hope to locate other survivors. 

But in 1948 she was forced to flee during the 
Soviet occupation which is when she came to 
Birmingham to live with an aunt and uncle. 

When asked by students how she survived 
Aushwitz Mindu’s simple reply was ‘sheer 
luck’. Two years ago Mindu returned to the 
concentration camp. She said it stirred up 
‘terrible’ feelings but the visit ultimately gave 
her a semblance of closure. “It was a stark re¬ 
minder of what happened to me there all those 
years ago,” she said. 

Mindu added: “When I was younger I didn’t 
think about the experience a lot but as I got 
older time makes them memories come back. 
Survivors like me tell their personal stories in 
hope that the people who hear them remember 
and do not stand by in the face of injustice in 
the future.”

£9m YMCA opens up 


A new £9.5million YMCA centre has been 
unveiled in the Black Country - seven 
years after building work started.

Thief who 
targeted 
shoppers 
locked up 


A PROLIFIC thief who preyed on female 
shoppers is back behind bars - and banned 
from Birmingham city centre for three years. 

Callous pick-pocket Iona Stephenson stole hand¬ 
bags from a mum with a pushchair and woman out 
with a terminally ill relative. She was jailed for a 
year and three months at Birmingham Crown Court 


last Monday. 

The career criminal has 
70 convictions, including 
seven for theft, shoplifting 
and fraud since 2013 alone. 

Police also managed to se¬ 
cure a Criminal Behaviour 
Order (CBO) to prevent the 
52-year-old entering streets 
in the city centre. It stops 
her from going into areas 
inside the Queensway Ring 
Road including Bullring 
New Street station and Cor¬ 
poration Street for three 
years. She was also given a 
supervision order to include 
drug rehabilitation. 

Stephenson, of White¬ 
hall Road, Handsworth, 
stole a handbag which con¬ 
tained £170 from on top of 
a pushchair in Argos, Union 
Street, on 30 October last 
year. The court was told it 
had caused financial hard¬ 
ship for the family which 
includes an autistic child.

She also swiped a hand¬ 
bag with cash and personal 
belongings from a 64-year- 
old woman who was meet¬ 
ing a terminally-ill family 
member in the Square 
Peg, Corporation Street, 
on November 13 - leaving 
her with no car keys to get 
home. She admitted the two 
charges of theft. 

Pc Michael Ebanks, from 
Birmingham West and Cen¬ 
tral, said: “ Stephenson has 
been a persistent criminal 
over not just years, but dec¬ 
ades, to fund her drug habit. 

“This was not the first 
time she has targeted a 
mum - who may have been 
distracted by her young 
child - and shows how far 
she will stoop. She has no 
regard for the victims she 
targeted or the trauma she 
caused them.”

“CHEMISTRY, maths and bi¬ 
ology are the essential three 
subjects for those wishing to 
pursue a career in pharma¬ 
cy,” says consultant pharma¬ 
cist, Emma Graham-Clarke. 

Driven by a passion for pharma¬ 
cy and life-long desire to help peo¬ 
ple, Emma, aged 53, has worked 
tirelessly to become one of the 
country’s leading pharmacists. 

Working at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 
(SWBH), Emma is one of 70 consult¬ 
ant pharmacists across the country 
and was the first consultant pharma¬ 
cist appointed in the Birmingham and 
Black Country region. 

She explained: “Ten years ago the 
consultant pharmacist role did not 
exist, but was introduced in a bid to 
ensure that the highest level of phar¬ 
maceutical expertise is available to 
those patients who need it. 

Combinations 

“I spend a large proportion of time 
on the critical care units as many pa¬ 
tients are too ill to take tablets so they 
need special drugs administered intra¬ 
venously and through feeding tubes. 

“I have to take into consideration 
how different combinations of medica¬ 
tion will react in different patients to 
limit adverse effects. 

“Every factor must be taken into 
account, such as the patient’s condi¬ 
tion, current medication and diet to 
ensure the drugs will work effectively 
for them. 

“The same drug can produce differ¬ 
ent side effects on different patients, 
which is why you should never share 
medication with people for whom 
it has not been prescribed.’’“Deci¬ 
sions have to be made very quickly so 
that the medication can get to work 
straight away. “Another part of my 


job that I love is to help junior phar¬ 
macists develop their careers. I teach 
and provide guidance so they gain 
confidence in working on critical care 
units. Many junior pharmacists can 
find working on critical care challeng¬ 
ing as they must react to the situations 
quickly and be able to think on their 
feet. 

“Many of them have become critical 
care pharmacists which I find really 
rewarding, to see them be so enthu¬ 
siastic about being a pharmacist and 
realise the importance of their job. In 
a hospital, the doctor will diagnose and 
design a treatment plan and the phar¬ 
macist will ensure the correct medica¬ 
tion to fulfil the treatment.” 

Emma also plays a vital role in pro¬ 
viding professional leadership to all 
clinical professionals. She is a com¬ 
mittee member for the UKCPA (UK 
Clinical Pharmacy Association) where 
the latest knowledge in pharmacy is 
shared with all clinical professionals 
in the country. Additionally, Emma 
has been carrying out research, eval¬ 
uation and service development with 
her colleagues to develop protocol and 
guidelines for critical care units. 

In 1981 she joined SWBH NHS 
Trust, and recounts that it has passed 


been working at the Trust for quite 
a long time and really enjoy the sup¬ 
port of my colleagues. The great thing 
about working here is that I get to 
work with many people within a mul¬ 
ti-disciplinary team, which works be¬ 
cause everyone has different skills to 
help patients.” 

She explained why she decided to 
pursue a career in the NHS and phar¬ 
macy: “I was born with dislocated hips 
so I was admitted to hospital when I 
was very young. I received great care 
from the staff and wanted to give 
something back when I grew up. Phar¬ 
macy appealed to me, as it provided 
many options such as working in the 
community, hospitals, industry, or ac¬ 
ademia. 

“Sometimes I meet patients who 
are afraid or do not believe in medi¬ 
cation, so in that case I take the time 
to explain and reassure them. I be¬ 
lieve clear communication is the key 
to helping patients and their relatives 
understand the importance of taking 
medication.” 

In her free time, Emma is a member 
of the retrieve crew for her husband, 
who is a competition hot air balloon 
pilot.

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Thomas cook 
halts flights 
to Tunisia as 
mum hits out 

THOMAS Cook has cancelled all flights 
to Tunisia until November following its 
rival holiday operator Thomson. 

It comes shortly after the Wednesbury 
mother of a teenager killed in a terrorist 
attack last June, hit out at cut price hol¬ 
iday offers to the North African nation. 

The tour operator said the decision 
was prompted by the lack of change to 
the Foreign Office travel advice - which 
still advises against all but essential 
travel to the country. All bookings have 
been cancelled up to and including Oc¬ 
tober 31. 

The company is offering customers a 
number of options, which include free 
cancellation and amendments. It is also 
offering a £30 per person discount. 

A spokesman said: “At Thomas Cook, 
the safety and well-being of all those who 
travel with us is our absolute priority.” 

Package holidays to Sousse, in Tunisia, 
were halted since 30 Britons - including 
three members of a Black Country fam¬ 
ily - were killed by an Islamic State gun¬ 
man. 

But, tour companies have been adver¬ 
tising and selling cut-price holidays to 
the Sousse resort, where the attack hap¬ 
pened, despite the Government advising 
against all travel to the country. 

The practice had been described as 
‘irresponsible’ by Suzy Richards from 
Wednesbury whose son Joel, brother 
Adrian and father Patrick were killed in 
the attack. 

Joel, aged 19, from Wednesbury, was 
the youngest killed. He died alongside 
his uncle Adrian Evans, 49, from Bilston, 
who worked at Sandwell Council, and 
his 78-year-old father Pat Evans. Joel’s 
younger brother Owen, 16, was also on 
the holiday with the fellow Walsall FC 
fans and survived. 

Earlier this month, Mrs Richards said: 
“I think any UK tour operators choosing 
not to listen to Foreign Office advice are 
being very irresponsible. Attacks are still 
taking place in Tunisia.”

A MAN was threatened with court action by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil over an unpaid council tax bill - of four pence. 

David Burke was staggered when he opened his mail to find a letter 
from Sandwell Council urgently demanding he pay up the amount. He 
was even offered the opportunity to pay the sum off in instalments. 

And he was told if he did not start paying what he owed in seven days he 
would have to shell out the whole 4p. The notice warned Mr Burke, from 
Wednesbury, who works for an aerospace company, that the council would 


begin legal proceedings at the magis¬ 
trates court if he did not pay up and as 
a result would then have to meet court 
costs of £72. 

The 40-year-old said his initial reac¬ 
tion to the letter was amusement but 
he soon became angry when he called 
the council, with the call adding to his 
phone bill. 

Mr Burke pays his council tax via 
direct debit, so the full amount should 
have come out of his account automat¬ 
ically. 

He said: “I got home from work and 
opened the mail and I saw the council 
tax reminder for 4p. I phoned them up 
and said ‘look, with the cost of sending 
the letter, this is ridiculous’. 

“I said ‘can you explain why you 
have sent me a letter threatening me 
with court action for 4p?’” 

He was told it was likely there 
had been a glitch with the payment 
system, but an irate Mr Burke said: 
“They will always try and blame the 
automated system but the system is 
flawed if they are going to send me 
this bill of 4p with magistrates court 
costs attached.” 

He said he found it incredible a 
cash-strapped council which is trying 
to save millions of pounds would come

after him for 4p. “It’s a disgrace, how 
many people have they sent these to 
and been told they will have to go to 
court? For 4p, it’s a waste of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. With all the admin costs, 
they are throwing money away doing 
this.” Despite his anger, Mr Burke 
was still able to see the funny side. 

He said: “I said I’d had a whip 
round at work and we were all really 
concerned. I offered to pay the 4p but 
they said as a gesture of good will they 
would write it off. It cost me £3 to get 
through!” 

Sandwell Council said it was inves¬ 
tigating.

Seven studio albums in ten years and Turin Brakes are maturing nicely 


ALBUMS 


by Leon Burakowski 


THE seventh studio album in 
ten years from Turin Brakes, 
Lost Property, finds the quar¬ 
tet producing sophisticated, 
emotional music with a hint 
of West Coast rock and a 
whole heap of honesty. 

The distinctive voice of Oily 
Knights holds the attention. High¬ 
lights include Brighter Than The 
Dark, Jump Start and the gently 
stirring anthems Hope We Make It 
and Save You. 

Catch Turin Brakes at Birmingham’s 
Glee Club on March 8. 

Curve Of The Earth is the most 
commercial album yet from London 
band Mystery Jets. It’s already their 
most successful and deservedly so be¬ 
cause after ten years and six albums 
they have crafted a lithe, sleek sound 
that melds hints of psychedelic rock 
with a radio-friendly pop sensibility. 

Singer Blaine Harrison is at his best, 
even exercising a soulful falsetto on the 
hazy Midnight’s Mirror. 

A cosmic theme runs through many 
of the songs including the blissed-out 
Kinks-ish Saturnine and one of the 
other highlights, 1985, which starts as 
a delicate piano ballad and explodes 
with a fuzzy guitar riff that reaches for 
the stars. 

Mystery Jets have a gig at the 02 
Institute in Digbeth, Birmingham, on 
Thursday, February 18, with support 
from 17-year-old Declan McKenna. 

Australian singer and songwriter Sia 
Furler, a former Jamiroquai backing 
singer and frontwoman for 90s outfit 
Zero 7, originally found success writing 
songs for such as Beyonce, Rihanna 
and Christina Aguilera. 


Then in 2014 she had a massive hit 
in her own right with Chandelier and, 
while apparently shunning celebrity by 
hiding her face, got a lot more atten¬ 
tion. Her sixth solo album 1000 Forms 
of Fear was the breakthrough because 
she had cannily held back some of her 
best songs for herself. 

But on her latest, This Is Acting, the 
40-year-old’s songs are all co-written 
with others and, frankly, no amount of 
power or vocal gymnastics can hide the 
fact that they sound like rejects. The 
opening salvo, Bird Set Free and Alive, 
may have been intended for Adele but 
I can see why she would knock back 
such fodder. We also get Sia sounding 
like a lightweight Lady Gaga on Move 
Your Body, Rihanna-like on Cheap 
Thrills or Beyonce-lite on Sweet De¬ 
sign. It’s production line pop/R&B, kind 
of faceless. 

Singer Ian Astbury and riff master 
Billy Duffy sometimes conjure their 


old swagger on The Cult’s tenth stu¬ 
dio album, Hidden City, particularly 
on Hinterland, Dance The Night, Goat 
and Heathens. The goth rockers are at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute on March 1. 

Seattle rockers Night Beats bring 
classic garage rock roaring into the 
21st century with guitars that fuzz, 
twang and wail, and plenty of outlaw 
attitude, on Who Sold My Generation. 

Highlights include the recent single 
No Cops, plus Power Child, Sunday 
Mourning and Burn to Breathe from a 
band that draw on The Stooges, The 
Cramps, 60s Dylan and The Yardbirds. 

If the nine tracks on 4V2 are Porcu¬ 
pine Tree mainman Steven Wilson’s 
leftovers between his fourth and fifth 
albums, then they are pretty much 
haute cuisine. The prog rock singer/ 
songwriter’s 38-minute album, includ¬ 
ing a couple of instrumentals, is richly 
textured and, for the uninitiated, some¬ 
times recalls early Genesis. 


A man for all seasons

NOT many classical concerts 
start with a cry of ‘Up the 
Villa’ from the audience. Not 
even in Birmingham. 

But if the violinist happens to be the 
world’s most famous Aston Villa fan 
(sorry, Your Highness), then different 
rules apply. 

Even Villa’s 4-0 drubbing at home by 
Manchester City in the FA Cup the day 
before couldn’t dampen Nigel Kenne¬ 
dy’s enthusiasm. I think I spied the Villa 
away shirt under his over-sized blazer 
when he kicked off the first half of his 
three-hour concert, and he certainly 
had the claret and blue shirt on for the 
second, emblazoned with the player’s 
name Abonglahor. Certainly most of 
the banter with the audience was about 
his Villa obsession, including his desire 
to see new owners at the helm. 

Football chat in a prestigious concert 
hall, nothing would please the former 
wunderkind of classical music more. 

He was the spiky-haired young man 
who shocked the classic world with his 
irreverent attitude, virtuoso ability and 
by selling three million copies of his

1989 recording of Vivaldi’s The Four 
Seasons. That gave him rock star sta¬ 
tus. 

He still has spiky hair, a dubious taste 
in clothes (day-glo yellow trainers, bag¬ 
gy jeans and what appeared to be a 
jacket inspired by a bin bag), clowns 
around and fist-bumps his fellow musi¬ 
cians. But at 59 his ability is better than 
ever. He is even prepared to revisit The 
Four Seasons, albeit with a twist. 

The first half saw Kennedy play his 
own compositions, a series called Ded¬ 
ications inspired and in tribute to Ken¬ 
nedy’s musical heroes. These include 
Polish jazz guitarist Jarek Smietana 
(whose daughter Alicja Smietana is a 
violinist in Kennedy’s band), violinists 
Stephane Grappelli and Isaac Stern, 
and the still living US fiddle player Mark 
O’Connor. 

These pieces were blends of jazz, 
folk and rock placed within a classi¬ 
cal context, and they worked superb¬ 
ly. This was partly because Kennedy’s 


restless energy and infectious enthusi¬ 
asm spread to his entire ensemble of 
top-notch musicians from the jazz and 
classical scenes across Europe. 

Whether classic or contemporary, 
Kennedy stamps his foot and tends to 
yell ‘yeah’ like he is at a hoe-down and 
he cajoles, teases and challenges the 
other musicians to keep up with him, 
which made for some dazzling duels. 

The Four Seasons also got jazz tex¬ 
tures in the star violinist’s reworking, 
entitled The New Four Seasons. I don’t 
know if they really added anything to 
Vivaldi’s great work but they didn’t 
detract from it. He remained true to 
the spirit of the original work, with all 
Vivaldi’s verve intact. Kennedy played 
with such intensity that you could af¬ 
terwards see the hairs hanging from his 
worn bow. He showed the same vig¬ 
our which made his name more than a 
quarter of a century ago. 

He ended the night with a elegiac 
piece dedicated to Sir Terry Wogan 
(who put him on TV) and Polish jazz 
saxophonist Janusz Muniak, both of 
whom had died earlier in the day. It 
was a sombre end to a night of joyous 
and superlative musicianship from the 
violin man for all seasons.

Austin carriage revs back into 
Maurice's life half a century on 


LITTLE could the young Maurice 
Oakley have known when he put 
the finishing touches to repairs to a 
bashed up 1911 Austin town carriage 
in May 1963 that he would get to see 
it again more than 50 years on. 

Mind you, he could not have known ei¬ 
ther that a photograph showing him and 
his colleague Ron Hadley, who is on the 
left, working on the vehicle at Brade-Leigh 
Products at Great Bridge would re-emerge 
all those years later too. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said Mr Oakley, of 
Hamstead, Road, Great Barr. He remembers the 
repair job well. I was 23 then, and it had been 
in a smash, and came into Brade-Leigh Products 
to be repaired. It belonged to Longbridge [the 
Austin Motor Co], and was being transported 
from Longbridge, going to a show or something

like that, and was on a low loader or a mid low 
loader. What I remember is that it went under a 
low bridge and it smashed the top over. 

“It was hit at the top of the roof above the 
driver and it buckled part of the roof. One or 
both doors had to be repaired. 

“I had to replace some broken and damaged 
timbers. I was a commercial body builder.” 

Mr Oakley, who lived in those days in Dudley 
Street, West Bromwich, and earned 6s 2d a week 
as a coach builder, recalls of the vehicle: “It’s like 
what you would see on Downton Abbey, in which 
the posh lady went to town with the driver.” 

Not long ago he got to wondering what had 
become of the vehicle, and with a bit of searching 
on the internet tracked it down to the Heritage 
Motor Centre at Gaydon, Warwickshire, where it 


is part of the museum collection. “It was hard to 
believe. My daughter got a number for Gaydon. 
I rang them up. There’s a curator there, Steve 
Laing, and I was telling him about the car. He 
didn’t know it had been in a smash in 1963 and 
looked all through his records and couldn’t find 
anything about this car being damaged. 

“He asked if there was any chance of me com¬ 
ing down and bringing any photos and literature, 
and that we could have a chat, which I did, about 
a month ago. 

Mr Oakley was able to run his expert eye over 
the vehicle with which he had such a personal 
association. “It was very strange standing there. 
You can see part of it where it could have been 
worked on again to bring it up to scratch. I think 
they will probably leave it as it is rather than 
start disturbing things.” 

Mr Oakley, often known by his colleagues by 
the nickname ‘Mossa’, says he would love to hear 
from anybody he used to work with all those 
years ago. Mr Oakley is on 0121 358 1961.

Mulder and Scully are 
reopening their files 


I t could be a case for Mulder and 
Scully - whatever happened to the 
top-rated sci-fi series and its 
characters when it went off air for 14 
years? Thankfully, we’re about to find 
out because The X-Files is back. 

Even the most die-hard of fans (and 
let’s face it, there were plenty of those 
around during the show’s original run, 
from 1993 to 2002) never thought 
they’d get to see their heroes in action 
again, and have been almost beside 
themselves with glee at the prospect 
since the reboot was announced. 

Not that bringing back much-loved 
cult series is a rarity these days. 
Doctor Who made a triumphant 
return, nine years after he last 
featured in the lacklustre 1996 film, 
while Twin Peaks is set to appear on 
our screens in 2017 following a 
26-year hiatus. 

Both David Duchovny and Gillian 
Anderson have agreed to reprise their 
roles as FBI agents Fox Mulder and 
Dana Scully - it just wouldn’t have 
been the same without them. 

Both stars have enjoyed success in 
various projects following the end of 


the original series, with Anderson 
particularly familiar to UK viewers 
thanks to her appearance on TV in 
the likes of The Fall, Great 
Expectations, The Crimson Petal and 
the White, and the recent adaptation 
of War and Peace. 

They will be joined by various other 
original run alumni, including Mitch 
Pileggi as the FBI’s assistance 
director Walter Skinner, and William B 
Davis, who plays the enigmatic 
Smoking Man. 

What surprised many is that 
Channel 5 outbid other broadcasters 
to grab the right to show the six-part 
run. “Securing the UK premiere of the 
hugely anticipated return of The 
X-Files is a major coup for the 
channel and will create one of the 
television events of 2016,” said Ben 
Frow, director of programmes at 
Channel 5. ‘This acquisition 
underlines our ambition to deliver a 
diverse slate of brilliant, must-see 
programming on Channel 5.” 

So far, feedback has been very 
good. Okay, so some critics have 
been unkind, but fans - and they are 
the ones who are important here - 


have given it an overwhelming 
thumbs-up. 

What’s more, the first episode 
features a recap that will be invaluable 
to casual viewers, or those who didn’t 
watch the original run or either of its 
spin-off movies. After that, it’s the 
monster-of-the-week approach that 
takes centre stage as Mulder and 
Scully get to grips with more intrigue 
and conspiracy.

Forget new flavour of Pringles this is 
something to really get excited about 


I GET excited very easily. I get ex¬ 
cited when a new flavour of Prin¬ 
gles is unveiled 

But when I found out that there is an 
Italian restaurant within walking distance 
of my flat - a long walk, admittedly - I got 
very excited. Taxi, take me to Fiume! 

Fiume is in a lovely little spot. A canal- 
side restaurant in Compton spread over two 
floors. It’s clean, bright, in a location that 
cries out for summer lunches in the sun, 
and staffed by an attentive team who make 
a fuss of you as soon as you arrive. 

Your meal is soundtracked by a mixture 
of opera and mambo, set at a volume that 
does not intrude but instead actually rather 
soothes. So all we need now is some decent 
nosh and it is, as the saying goes, all gravy. 
Not literally all gravy, that would be a bit 
boring. 

I must confess that I had decided that I

liked Fiume even before I arrived. I abso¬ 
lutely adore Italian grub at any time, I’d 
live on it if I could, and when you have two 
of my favourite things - seafood and calzone 
pizzas - combined and thrown into the mix, 
then really, you’re onto a winner. 

Portions 

Even better, they do something that I 
love in my Italians - they offer starter-sized 
portions of pasta to get the ball rolling, 
meaning you can, in theory, do pasta and 
pizza together and still come away not feel¬ 
ing like the Goodyear airship. 

So that is what I resolved to do, go for the 
diddy-sized (although there was nothing es¬ 
pecially diddy about it) spaghetti carbonara, 
and then that calzone. Elsewhere in the 
table, my fellow diners, codenames ‘Mum’ 


and ‘Dad’, went for crespella di funghi, Ital¬ 
ian crepe stuffed with mushrooms, followed 
by polio saltimbocca, chicken wrapped in 
parma ham with mash, and calamari fol¬ 
lowed by linguine with a duck ragu, respec¬ 
tively. 

I’m not one for competitive eating, but I 
like to think that I ‘won’ this meal. It really 
was a rip-snorter. Spaghetti carbonara is a 
dish that can often go wrong - it can be too 
creamy, it can be too eggy, it can contain 
ropey ham, all factors which can ruin what 
should be an indulgent dish. 

No such worries at Fiume. Chunky pan- 
cetta, tart parmesan, just the right amount 
of creaminess and egginess. 

The calzone did exactly what I expected 
of it. I believe I spotted prawn, squid and oc¬ 
topus in there. It was terrific fun to wrestle 
with. Elsewhere on the table my father pro¬ 
nounced himself thrilled with the calamari, 


which came in a monster portion of great 
big rubbery rings and looked great, but 
seemed merely satisfied with his pasta - I 
didn’t grill him on it excessively because he 
took about half an hour to polish it off and 
to ask him to talk would have exacerbated 
this process. 

Delightful 

Mother, meanwhile, seemed more than 
happy with both starter and main. A couple 
of coffees for the parents while I polished off 
another bottle of beer, and an entirely de¬ 
lightful eat-up was in the bag for £74, which 
is not too shabby. 

Fiume really have got everything right 
- the attractive location, the attention lev¬ 
els of the staff, which is warm and just the 
right amount of fussy, and a menu that of¬ 
fers a wide choice. 

I’d go back there in a heartbeat.

Available in Zetec, Titanium and Sport series, the all-new 
Edge is well-equipped as standard, offering Ford intelligent 
all-wheel drive, Active Noise Control, Pedestrian Detection, 
Ford DAB Audio with SYNC 2 connectivity system, privacy 
glass and 19in alloy wheels. The flagship SUV is offered with 
a choice of 10 exterior colours including new Electric Spice 
and Bronze Fire, and is available with a wide range of interi¬ 
or leather trim options. 

The all-new Ford Edge exterior is carefully sculpted and 
athletic with strong ‘shoulders’ and a muscular, more com¬ 
pact bonnet. To improve efficiency, unique air curtains are 
positioned on the lower part of the fascia to guide air from 
the front of the vehicle, out through the front wheel wells and 
down the vehicle side.

The Edge will also feature Ford’s Intelligent All-Wheel 
Drive (AWD) technology as standard, delivering a seam¬ 
less transition between front-wheel drive and all-wheel drive 
performance to provide a more secure footing on the road 
especially in slippery conditions. 

Measuring how the car’s wheels are gripping the road 
surface every 16 milliseconds - 20 times quicker than it 
takes to blink - the system can send up to 100 per cent of 
engine torque to the front or rear wheels. By only delivering 
torque where and when it is needed, Intelligent AWD has 
minimal impact on fuel-efficiency and C02 emissions com¬ 
pared with permanent four-wheel drive systems.

Car manufacturers make a fairly big song 
and dance of claiming how they take notice 
of what buyers of their cars want when they 
upgrade. They canvass brand loyalty custom¬ 
ers and trumpet their findings. And generally 
they do incorporate major concerns which 
they see as an improvement to their products 
- obviously taking into account cost. 

Toyota go one further and not only talk to buyers 
who have crossed the threshold of their showrooms 
but also drivers of other cars as well. The Japanese 
firm did this with the latest Avensis and appear to 
have listened well and used the information to make 
what was a good product even better. 

And what is good news for the UK is the car is made at 
Toyota’s long-established plant near Derby - as have more 
than 1,711 Avensis across four generations that have ap¬ 
peared on European roads since the original was launched 
in late 1997. Plus the car was designed and engineered at 
Toyota’s European development centre. Japanese by name 
but not by nature. 

This latest version saw a new style, new engines and 
some pretty innovative technology. Toyota has always been 
know for quality, durability and reliability and that has been 
continued and further improved upon. 

Avensis has appealed to both private and the fleet/busi¬ 
ness market but the latter has always taken the lion’s share. 
Both revealed they wanted prestige, luxury and elegance 
and they have certainly got it. Saloon and tourer were tar- 
getted with five main areas of improvement: 

• Styling 

• Sensory quality and comfort 

• Safety 

• Equipment and value for money 

• Driving pleasure and running costs 

Avensis has two diesel engines at the heart of its range: 
a 1.6 unit and a 2.0-litre. I drove the 2.0 litre Tourer which, if 
your are a business user, produces 124g/km giving an initial 
22 per cent BiK rate. You also get more than 68mpg in an ex¬ 
tra urban driving cycle according to claimed figures by Toyo¬ 
ta. I didn’t quite achieve that. But on one of my regular visits 
north of the border I did get fairly close. Not to be sniffed at 
in a 408 mile journey combining motorways (and hold-ups), 
city and rural driving. It positively soaked up the motorway 
driving with little cabin noise intrusion and a smooth ride, as 
indeed it was on the winding country roads. 

Quality 

Inside the cabin is well laid out and high quality with very 
comfortable seats and an excellent smart driver’s informa¬ 
tion display and media system. I know some people sneer 
at this but there are also plenty of cubbyholes and decent 
sized glovebox - I despair at some of the totally useless 
‘slots’ left in some cars. Better to do away with the glovebox 
altogether. And joy of joys, a space saver tyre! 

Active and Excel grades mark the entry point and top of 
the range with Business Edition and Business Edition Plus 
versions at the heart of the line-up. Across the board, spec¬ 
ifications secure high levels of safety, comfort and conveni¬ 
ence, not least with the standard provision of Toyota Safety 
Sense integrated active safety features on all models. 

Key features of the Active grade include Pre-Crash Safety 
system with Autonomous Emergency Braking, cruise con¬ 
trol, air conditioning, six-speaker CD/radio audio, Bluetooth, 
auto-dimming rear-view mirror, LED rear and daytime run¬ 
ning lights and power windows. 

Business Edition adds to this strong foundation with the 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go touchscreen multimedia and nav¬ 
igation system, digital/DAB audio package with eight-inch 
display, reversing camera, front fog lights, rain-sensing wip¬ 
ers, dusk-sensing headlights, automatic air conditioning, 
17-inch alloy wheels and part-Alcantara seat upholstery. The 
active safety features extend to Automatic High Beam, Lane 
Departure Warning and Road Sign Assist. 

Business Edition Plus delivers further premium features 
including leather upholstery with Alcantara inserts, front fog 
lights with a cornering function, LED headlamps, smart entry 
and rear privacy glass. The LED daytime running lights gain 
light guides, creating a distinctive lighting signature. 

At the top of the range, Excel grade adopts Toyota Touch 
2 with Go Plus, adding more sophisticated navigation func¬ 
tions and access to additional connected services. The 
specification also embraces a 10-speaker audio system, full 
leather seat upholstery, electrically adjustable front seats 
with heaters and adaptive headlights that adjust automati¬ 
cally to improve illumination through bends and turns. The 
Excel Touring Sports gains a panoramic roof. And that was 
lovely for letting plenty of light in and making the cabin ap¬ 
pear even more spacious.

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Smooth cat 
is stylish, 
sleek and 
fuel-efficient

It’s a challenge to design a ‘clean sheet’ new 
car that is better than its predecessor but still 
screams out the heritage and core values of 
its makers. 

But that is the new Jaguar XF - sleek and sporty 
style that couldn’t really be anything else but a ‘Big 
Cat’ with more than a hint of its flagship big brother, 
the XJ. 

Yet it isn’t all about show or brand identity, as under the 
skin it is entirely new, packed with the latest technology to 
make it a daunting prospect for its premium brand German 
rivals. The new XF has grace and pace: coupe looks but 
with a bigger, more luxurious interior with the latest in high 
tech toys to keep you entertained and in touch. 

It is based around the latest Wolverhampton-built Inge- 
nium turbo diesel engine which produces plenty of power 
while significantly cutting fuel consumption and C02 emis¬ 
sions, potentially saving its owners thousands of pounds in 
VED and benefit-in-kind tax. 

With new, slippier aerodynamics and aluminium architec¬ 
ture replacing the old steel construction - the XF has shed 
some 190kgs - the figures are impressive. With the lowest 
powered (163PS) engine and manual gearbox they are 
more than 70mpg and a mere 104g’km - much more super¬ 
mini territory than executive express. Even the 180PS option 
with eight speed auto transmission the figures are an aver¬ 
age 65.7mpg and a lowly 114g’/km. Those compare with 
129g/km for the old car, so the tax advantages are obvious. 

With competitive insurance ratings and new measures to 
cut the cost of repairs, the XF now goes to the top of its 
class when it comes to benefit in kind tax, residual values 
and whole life costs. 

I love design when form and function come together in 
perfect harmony. While the new XF has much more sporting 
lines, that’s true of its behaviour, too. 

Weight 

The basis of its improved dynamics start with its lighter 
weight of its aluminium structure, which is also 25 per cent 
stiffer so that steering and suspension work to the optimum. 

Plus it’s slightly shorter - not by much, admittedly - but 
that’s combined with a longer wheelbase and significantly 
shorter front overhang. While that helps to improve han¬ 
dling, and enhancing the XF’s coupe-like good looks, it also 
allowed the engineers to build a car with more generous 
levels of head, knee and legroom for rear seat passengers. 

At the same time, they have endowed the braking system 
with more pedal feel for the driver, and upgraded the sus¬ 
pension system. 

The range starts at £32,300 for the 163PS manual, while 
the extra power of the 180PS engine starts costs £500 extra, 
model for model. 

For those who want even more go there are two V6 range 
toppers - a 300PS turbo diesel and a 380PS petrol, both 
of which only come with the ZF eight-speed auto gearbox. 

The test car was the 180PS automatic in top specification 
Portfolio trim, which comes in at £39,050. 

From the moment you sit down in the big soft leather 
seats it feels every inch a Jaguar. You’re surrounded by soft, 
stitched leather and wood venees, chrome switch gear and 
a simplified cockpit layout thanks to central colour touch¬ 
screen and digital instrument display. 

It pulls away smoothly and in virtual silence, but once 
you reach the open road you get some measure of the XF’s 
pace. It’s 180 horses isn’t massively powerful by executive 
car standards, but you have to factor in its light weight to get 
some measure of how the car performs. 

The Portfolio spec car is packed with the latest safety 
equipment including stability and traction control, hill start 
assist, autonomous emergency braking, trailer stability con¬ 
trol, rear parking sensors, brake pad wear warning and mul¬ 
tiple airbags. Climate control, electric windows and a sur¬ 
round sound stereo system add to the standard package. 

It also has Jaguar’s latest ‘InControl’ touch screen naviga¬ 
tion system with Wifi.

The Jaguar’s digital instruments are extremely clear and 
easy to read in all lights, but I confess I find myself increas¬ 
ingly seduced by the ‘head up display’ in cars. Jaguar 
charges an extra £1,220 for its laser-operated ‘HUD’ but for 
me it’s money well spent. Having your actual speed, the cur¬ 
rent speed limit and block diagrams of the next junction dis¬ 
played in clear symbols in front of you is a really boost for 
safety and convenience when navigating unfamiliar territory. 

The new XF is arguably one of the most sleek and stylish 
or the executive saloons. With the major changes under the 
skin, it’s also now one of the most cost-efficient of the breed, 
too.

Well-priced 
and quality 
make SUV 
a great buy

It’s not all that long ago that marques such as 
Kia were seen as the cheap and not always 
necessarily cheerful option - well at least in 
the likes of my generation! 

Now nothing could be further from the truth. Kia 
produces well-built, stylish, reasonably priced ve¬ 
hicles that have one of the best warranty systems 
around. 

Things started to change for the company in the late 1990s 
and began in earnest in 2006 with a design-led revolution 
following the appointment of Peter Schreyer as chief design 
officer. That was the start of Phase I of Kia’s move away from 
being primarily focused on value. And now we are in Phase 
II which is seeing Kia match and surpass not only customer 
expectations but also the world’s best car marques for engi¬ 
neering, technology, refinement and quality. 

One car that has gone through these changes is the Kia 
Sorento which first appeared in 2002 as the brand’s first full- 
size SUV. Now in its third generation, the 4x4 is bigger and 
better than ever before - as I found out in a week-long road 
test in which I really put it through its paces. 

The entry level at £28,795 comes loaded with standard 
kit although there’s only one engine to choose from, and all 
cars come with standard four-wheel drive with manual and 
automatic gearboxes options. 

The 2.2-litre version of Kia’s R-family turbodiesel engine, 
which meets EU6 emissions requirements, has plenty of pull 
with 197bhp and can get from 0 to 60mph in nine seconds 
with a top speed possible of 124mph. On motorway driving 
it cruises very comfortably at 70mph with the reassurance 
of being aware it has that bit of ‘extra’ if you need to get 
out of any trouble. And although it’s a far-sized car, it copes 
well with winding rural and pot-holed covered roads. By the 
way, those are the conditions of the majority of my 25-mile 
commute to the office each day. 

Anticipates 

Sorento features the Dynamax all-wheel-drive system first 
seen in Kia’s Sportage. This is an intelligent, electronically 
controlled all-wheel-drive system which continuously mon¬ 
itors driving conditions and anticipates when all-wheel drive 
will be needed, rather than simply reacting to changing con¬ 
ditions. Normally it delivers 100 per cent of engine torque to 
the front wheels, but the torque can be redistributed up to 
a maximum of 60:40 front-to-rear to enhance cornering sta¬ 
bility or if road conditions deteriorate. For off-road driving, 
owners can manually select lock mode, which gives a 50:50 
torque split at speeds of up to 25mph. In the Sorento it is 
paired with Advanced Traction Cornering Control (ATCC). 

There are four trim levels, badged KX-1, KX-2, KX-3 and 
KX-4. Depending on model, buyers have the choice of six- 
speed manual or automatic transmission. 

All four trim grades have seven seats, now with a 40:20:40 
split in the middle row and a 50:50 split in the rear. The third 
row of seats fold flush into the boot floor, while the second 
row also folds flat by pulling a handle in the boot and can 
slide back and forth to accommodate larger passengers in 
the third row. And it really is easy to fold and move those 
seats. I loaded my Sorento with friends to gauge the comfort 
level and even those in the very back said the ride was good 
and they didn’t feel packed in like sardines. Equally I did a 
trip to a DIY store (not one of my favourite places), put the 
seats down and found it to be a very good load lugger. 

Depending on model, the Sorento features a number of 
highly advanced new safety and convenience technologies 
including adaptive smart cruise control to maintain a gap 
to the vehicle ahead, speed limit information, around-view 
monitoring, cross traffic alert to prevent the owner from 
backing out of a parking space into the path of an approach¬ 
ing vehicle, a smart park assist system, lane departure warn¬ 
ing with blind spot detection and self-dimming adaptive 
front lighting. 

Extensive standard features include alloy wheels, black 
side sill and wheel-arch mouldings, roof rails and a rear 
spoiler, cornering lights integrated into the foglights, LED 
daytime running lights, front wiper de-icers, electrically-ad- 
justable, folding and heated door mirrors, door sill scuff 
plates, steering wheel-mounted controls, all-round electric 
windows and cruise control with speed limiter. Safety is 
taken care of by electronic stability control, vehicle stability 
management, trailer assist, ABS with electronic brake force 
distribution and brake assist, six airbags, active front head¬ 
rests, front seat belt pre-tensioners and load limiters and an 
active bonnet to protect pedestrians. 

And if you do want to tow a horsebox or a caravan, Sor¬ 
ento can manage 2,500kg in manual format and 2,000kg 
in automatic. Now that is excellent and beats a lot of the 
opposition in its sector. 

Sorento also has Kia’s industry-leading seven-year, 
100,000-mile warranty.

PGA pro Greg Lynch hopes that 
coaching youngsters across the 
Black County proves a sure-fire way 
to make the sport of golf cool.

Everything spiralled from there, 
really. I work with around 25-30 schools in the 
area including 15 in Sandwell. All of the schools 
have taken really well to it. Brandhall Primary 
School in Oldbury is one of the schools I’ve been 
working with for a while and I try and encourage 
the kids to get involved at Warley Woods. 

“With the primary schools I tend to make it 
more fun-based activities. They learn the ba¬ 
sics - the hold and the stance - and if they enjoy 
it they come to the club and learn more about 
techniques.

We would line up and it was almost like 
an army procedure, but research has shown the 
kids want it more fun and relaxed.” 

Springfield Primary School, in Rowley Regis, 
and Ormiston Forge Academy, in Cradley Heath, 


are two more schools looking to acquire Lynch’s 
unique training services, while Bristnall Hall in Old¬ 
bury is another secondary school that proves children 
in their teenage years are also keen to get involved. 

He added: “The Lyng Primary School (West Brom¬ 
wich) has really tried to push it into its curriculum. It 
links with maths and helps with things like life skills 
and honesty. We’re really trying to promote things 
like teamwork, respect and honesty.” 


Lynch received a huge set of Tri-Golf equipment 
from the Golf Foundation that helps the coaching 
function. He also receives financial help from other 
organisations, such as the Sandwell Play Scheme on 
behalf of Sandwell Council.

Deadline day 
Berahino bids 
knocked back 

ALBION rejected all offers for striker 
Saido Berahino on transfer deadline day 
- as head coach Tony Pulis attempted to 
thrash out his own deal with former club 
Crystal Palace at a tribunal. 

Both Berahino and Pulis left the train¬ 
ing ground early on Monday, sparking 
rumours that a big-money move was 
imminent. 

However, Pulis was attending an inde¬ 
pendent tribunal set up by the FA over 
a Jtlmillion bonus paid to the Welshman 
while at Palace for keeping them up in 
the 2013/14 season. 

The London club claim the bonus de¬ 
pended on Pulis staying until the first 
game of the next season, but the 58-year- 
old left the club just two days before 
their opener against Arsenal. 

Berahino, meanwhile, was sent home 
with a dead leg he picked up in the FA 
Cup game against Peterborough. 

And in a nod to the last deadline day, 
when he threatened to strike after being 
denied a move to Tottenham, the striker 
posted a tongue-in-cheek message on 
Twitter late on Monday night, which 
read: “Everyone waiting once again for 
the silly little spoilt boy to make same 
mistake so here you go. Goodnight all 
and thanks for the support.” 

Despite all the speculation that a bid¬ 
ding war for the striker would emerge on 
deadline day, only Newcastle lodged any 
official offers for the striker in January, 
believed to be in the region of £21m and 
£24m. Albion rebuffed both bids. 

Stoke manager Mark Hughes con¬ 
firmed he was interested but his ap¬ 
proach was also met with a firm no. 

Even though he hasn’t been playing 
regularly, it’s understood that chair¬ 
man Jeremy Peace believed selling last 
season’s top scorer halfway through the 
season was too risky considering the club 
is still not safe from relegation. 

No question over 
Sandro's ability, 
reckons boss Pulis 

ALBION have got a ‘technically excel¬ 
lent’ player in Brazilian midfielder San¬ 
dro, according to Tony Pulis. 

The Baggies boss admitted that the 
26-year-old had under-performed at 
QPR over the past year but is still ex¬ 
cited at the prospect of working with his 
new loan signing. 

The 26-year-old was recommended to 
Pulis by Harry Redknapp, who signed 
the midfielder at Spurs and QPR. 

“Technically, he is an excellent 
player,” said Pulis. “He’s lost his way a 
little bit over the past year or two. But 
there is no question over his ability.” 

Rangers are trying to cut their wage 
bill after being relegated last season 
while Sandro, who hasn’t played in 
2016, was keen to return to the Premier 
League. The loan deal includes an option 
to buy the player in the summer. 

Meanwhile, winger Callum McMana- 
man has been sidelined for between four 
and six weeks after damaging his ankle 
ligaments during training.
